May Secure Release of Ameti- 
can Captive 


Mohammedan Chief Will Beg Ban- 
dit To Release Perdicaris To 
Prevent Landing of Foreign- 
ers and Overturning of 
Prophet’s Faith.

Tangier, June 2.—The Italian third- 
class cruiser Dogali arrived here today. 

A delegation of chiefs of the Angerra 
tribe has left here to make a personal 
4ppeal to Raisuli, the bandit chief, to re- 
lease Messrs. Perdicaris and Varley in 
order to prevent the debarkment and per- 
manent occupation of Morocco by for- 
tigners Opporing the Moslem faith and 
the expulsion of native Mahammedans. 

This mission 1s considered important 
as the Mohammedan chiefs unite in ap- 
Imaling to Raisuli not to endanger their 
religiouB Supremacy in Morocco. The 
French government relies much upon the 
appeal to Mohammedan sentiment. 

The natives are greatly excited by the 
urriv@ of so many foreign warships. 
They cal] all foreigners ‘“‘Roumis,’’ mean- 
ing infidels, and they fear the Roumis 
are about to make a united effort to 
drive out those who are of the Moham- 
medan faith. 

Rear Admiral Jewell and United States 
Consul General Gummérs visited the rep- 
resentntive of the sultan, Mohammed El 
Rela, at noon, and were saluted by the 
town battery. Mohammed returned the 
visit to the consulate, the flagship Olym- 
pia firifg a saiute in his honor. 

Admiral Jewell subsequently called on 
the British minister.

MANY INJURED 
DY THE TORMADD 


Nearly Twenty Persons Badly 
Hurt at Tekamaii, Nebraska 


Wind Wrecked Most of the Build- 
ings in Its Path—Railroad 
Tracks Under Water—All 
Growing Crops . Badly 
Damaged. 


Omaha, June 2.—Additional reports from 
Tekamah, which was struck last night 
by a tornado, indicate that about tWwen- 
ty persous were injured, some of them 
seriously. There were no fatalities. 
Those seriously fJured were: 

Kip Samblin, Miss Gertrude Denny, FPro- 
fessor J. D. Barnes, Miss Gray, Mamie 
Remington, Joe Brune and Jesse Spill- 
man. 

The storm wrecked most of the build- 
ings in its path. which was a block in 
width and severel blocks long. The opera 
house, two general stores, a blacksmith 
shop and several resid¢ncee were destroy- 
ed. A high school commencement re- 
hearsal was in progress in the opera 
house when the storm ‘struck the build- 
ing, carrying away the roof and par- 
tially wreckire the walls. A number of 
pupils were hurt, the most. seriously be- 
ing young Hamblin end Miss Denny. The 
people of the town hed littlg. warning of 
the coming storm and many had narrow 
escapes. The property loss is estimated 
at $50,000. 


Farm Property Destroyed.

Republicans Almost Have Rio! 
of Floor of Convention at 
Springfield, 


YATES BANNER TORN DOWN 
AND RESCUED AFTER FIGHT 


After Delegates Were Released from 
Instructions, Lowden Gained 
Nearly Two Hundred Votes, 
but Lost Ground Before 
End of Session. 


Springfield, Ills, June 2.—A desperate 
effort on the part of the leadere to break 
the deadlock in the state convention 
faileq today and at 8 o'clock this evening 
the assembly took a _ recess until 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning without hav- 
ing nominated a candidate for governor. 

The attempt to bring about the break 
was spectacular. Ex-Congressman Wal- 
ter Reeves, chairman of the committee 
on resolutions, and Chairman Cannon 
engineered the plan which was mad? 
possible by the action of the committee 
on resolutions in reporting back the reso- 
lution offered yesterday to the effect that 
the delegates be released from instruc- 
tions. 

Chairman Cannon eloquently pleaded 
with the delegates to break the dead- 
lock. He declared that the convention 
by its action was injuring the republican 
party, not only in Illinois, but in the 
entire nation. 

There was not a vote against the reso- 
lution, but when the roll was called on 
the sixty-seventh ballot there was no 
substantial change from the ballots of 
the previous day. pow 

Delegates Break to Lowden. 

When the convention reconvened for 
the afternoon session the long expected 
break from Yates to Lowden came and 
Lowden got the vote of Sneaker Can- 
non's district as well as the votes of sev- 
eral other counties, and some scattering 
delegates. For several ballots his vote 
increased until he reached a vote of 
63!%. Then the tide turned and on the 
closing ballot, the seventy-eighth, his 
vote had dropped to 532%. It requires 
752 to nominate. 

Yates’ lowest vote during the day was 
362 and his closing vote was 405. There 
was no matertal change In the vote of 
the other candidates. 

Much excitement prevailed during the 
aSternoon session. {fLowtien shouters 
started several demonstrations in efforts 
to stampede the convention, and they 
made a great din. When Lowden began 
to fall back the Yates people began a 
demonstration and let down. from the 
girders a great. banner bearing the words 
“Hold the fort.’’ 

Chairman Cannon ordered it taken down 
and a dozen ready hands, led by Sheriff 
Ben Brainerd, tore it from its fasten- 
ings, and threw the wreck among the 
Morgan county delegation of Yates men. 
A free-for-all. fight was prevented only 
by the interference of the police. 


Hearst Wins in Wyoming. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., June 2.—The state 
democratic convention instructed for 
Hearst unanimously. He is strongly in- 
dorsed in the resolutions. 

J. F. Loup, the temporary chairman, 
made an encouraging speech regarding 
the condition of the party in the state, 
and pleaded for harmony. After the ap- 
pointment of committees, the conven- 
t:on adjourned until afternoon. 

The Carbon county delegation of ten 
members wore broad white and red 
badges emblazoned with Hearst's name.

The two wounded men 
are af the hospital and can live but a 
few hours at most.

KLOFCKLER CASE. 
STILL A MYSTERY 


Coroner's Inquest Postponed 
~ Until Saturday Morning, 


Solfcitor Charlie Hill Requested by 
Governor To Examine Witnesses 
and New Evidence Expected 
To Be Brought to 

Light.

That the murder of Sopffe Kleeckler 
has stirred the officials -of Georgia from 
the highest to the lowest fs shown by 
the fact that Governor Joseph M. Ter- 
rell. in addition to offering a reward of 
$250 for the murderer, has ordered So- 
licitor Charlie Hill, of the superior court, 
to attend the meeting of the coroner's 
jury at 10 o'clock Saturday morning and 
examine every witness closely. This may 
mean that the witnesses who have testi- 
fied will be heard over again. 

The idea of Solicitor Hill being present 
at the hearing and cross-examining the 
witnesses was first brought out by The 
Constitution. At the time it was men- 
tioned Chief of Police John W. Ball 
agreed that this should be done and early 
vesterday morning he communicated with 
Mayor Evan P. Howell, asking him to 
request Governor Terrell to have Solicl- 
tor Hill attend the inquest and bring out 
what facts he could by cross-examination. 

The jury was to have met at Hilburn 
& Poole’s at 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, but b¥ reason of the fact that su- 
perior court is now in session and Solici- 
tor Hill could not attend the taking of 
testimony was postponed until] 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, when it is expected 
that all of the evidence will be submit- 


ted and the jury bring in a new verdict. 


While it is the opinion of some that 
the jury will stick to their first verdict, 
st!ll] there are others who think there will 
at least be a verdict of death from un- 
known causes. A mwijority of those who 
are familiar with the case and who have 
kept up wth the eviderice say there 
should be a verdict of murder, death be- 
ing caused by a party or parties un- 
known to the members of the jury. 

’ Officers at Work. 

All of yestermday the officers worked on 
the case. Several new clews were found 
and followed to the end, but: without an 
arrest being made or suspicion directed 
toward any person in particular. 

Chief of Pollee John W. Ball Is thhaving 
his men follow down every bit of infor- 
mation that can be obtained and if it is 
possible the murderer of Sophfe Kloeck- 
ler be brought to justice. 

Realizing that the .<ijoeckler case is 
one thdt demands the personal super- 
vision of elther Chief Ball or the ser- 
geant of detectives, the members of the 
board of police commissioners yesterday 
afternoon rescinded their fa@mer action 
in granting a leave of absence to Detec- 
tive Sergeant H. H. Bedford to accom- 
pany Chief Ball to the national conven- 
tion of Chief of Police at St. Louis, Mo., 
next week. Sergeant Bedford will remain 
in Atlanta and head the work on the 
Kloeckler case until the retumh of Chief 
of Police John W. Ball. 

In speaking of this matter vesterday 
afternoon Police Commissioner George 
Johnson said that the members of the 
board thought the Kloeckler case one of 
too much importance to allow the head 
of the police and the head of the detec- 
tives to leave the city at the same time. 

It was said yesterday that the other 
three physicians who aided in the holding 
of the autopsy and who have not as yet 
testified before the coroner's jury would 
make statements similar to those made 
Wednesday by Drs. Giffin and Holiday. 

The evidence of the two physicians 
showed beyond the least doubt that the 
girl] was murdered. While neither of 
them would swear positively that the 
choking Miss Kloeckler received was suf- 
ficient ty produce death, st!ll each said 
it was their opinion that she was choked 
to death and that they were positive the 
young woman was dead when she was 
thrown into the water. 

The Suicide Theory. 

Despite the fact that the evidence of 
the physicians at the inquest was to the 
effect that the young woman had been 
choked and that huge clots of blood had 
been found on either side of the windpipe, 
there are sOme people who still hang to 
the suicide theory. 


If cause for suicide could be shown the. 


officers who are working on the murder 
theory would allow this view to be taken 
of the case. The absence of anything 
that would lead to the suicide theory hag 
necessarily caused them to take up the 
murder side of the case. 

That Miss Kloeckler was not drowned 
is shown by the testimony of County 
Policeman W. A. Wright, who sald that 
he was present when the body was haul- 
ed ashore, in fact, was the first one to 
touch it. He pressed all parts of the 
body with a view to dislodging any 
water it might contain, and found that 
only about one quart of water escaped 
from the lungs and stomach together. 

All expets and outhorities on death by 
drowning agree that botn lungs and 
stomach fil] with water when death is 
due to drowning alone. This amount of 
water taken into the body varies from 
two gallons to five, according to the size 
and condition of the lungs and stomach. 

Much interest is placed on the condi- 
tion of the clothing of The dead girl when 
she was found. It may have been that 
it was conversation alone that led up to 
the murder and that there was but little 
physical violence offered  vbesides the 
choking and throwing of the body into 
the lake. 

It is expected that under the cross- 
examination that will be conducted by 
Solicitor Hill new facts will be brought 
out from the witnesses that have been 
overlooked by the members of the jury, 
they not being versed in_ criminology 
to the extent ef the solicitor. 

The Kloeckler case is the talk of At- 
lanta and Georgia.

TO GO TO BOTTOM FIGHTING

Il Not Be Destroyed With- 
out Inflicting Heavy Loss 
on Japanese

Every Ship Except Pobeilda Is Now 
Ready To Go to Sea and Chan- . 
nel Is Clear, Says Rus- 
sian Admiral at Port 
Arthur.

St. Petersburg, June 2.—It can safely 
be predicted that the Russian squadron 
at Port Arthur will not wait until the 
last moment before going out. The ad- 
miralty seems to entertain no fear, if 
the situation there becomes desperate 
that the squadron will be caught like a 
rat in a trap. 

Rear Admiral Wittsoefft's dispatch 
given out yesterday gave assurance on 
this point. A portion of the dispat®h not 
made public says that every ship except 
the Pobieda is now ready to go to sea 
at a moment's notice and that the chan- 
nel is clear. 

He confirmed the belief which existed 
here that the Japanese will continue 
their efforts to block the channel before 
the decisive moment to storm the fortress 
on the land side arrives. 

In the opinion of most competent mili- 
tary critics, the land fortifications must 
be breached before general assault can 
be risked and this is not considered pos- 
sible in less than three weeks. 


OFFICER BRINGS REPORT 
THROUGH JAPS’ LINES 
Lieutenant Colonel Gourouko, who suc- 
ceeded in eluding the Japanese on the 
Liao-Tung peninavla,- and reaching the 
Russian headquarters at Mukden at- 
tached to the staff of General Fock and 
was the bearer of important information 
regarding the fighting at Kin-Chou and 
the situation at Port Arthur. A long 
dispatch is now being deciphered at the 
war office. It probably contains the in- 
telligence brought by Lieutenant Colonel 
Gouroko, and it fs believed that at least 
a portion of it will be given out tonight. 
According to information in possession 
of the general staff the enemy has four 
divisions ang five reserve corps about 
8.000 men on the Liao-Tung peninsula, 
and at least seven divisions and seven 
reserves corps, or about 125,000 men, in 
southern Manchuria. Although the im- 
pression prevails among the members of 
the general staff that General Kuroki's 
purpose will be to make feints to prevent 
Yeneral Kuropatkin from moving, but, 
not to attack him until the result of 
the campaign against Port Arthur is de- 
termined, there is now apparently more 
inclination to think he will try a demon- 
stration in foree which might result in 
a direct engagement. The Japanese com- 
mander is constantly shifting his columns 
back and forth to conceal his real pur- 
pose, the latest reports received being 
that he had again abandoned Saimatsza. 
All the reports arriving into General 
Kuropatkin’s headquarters from __ the 
fPeninsula are increasing 
the extent of the Japanese losses at Kin- 
Chou, one today making the number at 
about 20,000 men. Accurate reports of 
the Russian losses as well as of the 
Russian forces engaged were prought by 
Lieutenant Colonel Gouroko to Mukden 
from Port Arthur.

President of Raleigh News and Ob- 
server Gets His Freedom Tem- 
porarily by Securing the 
Court’s Permission To 
Give Bail.

Washington, June 2.—Jndge J. Cc. 
Pritchard, of the fourth United States 
circu court today, granted a temporary 
writ of habeas corpus ordering the re- 
lease on bail of Josephus Daniels, pres- 
ident of the Raleigh, N. C., News and 
Observer, who has been held in contempt 
of court by Judge Purnell, of the federal 
court. 

Attorneys for Daniels presented their 
petition and affidavit in the case at the 
home of Judge Pritchard in this city. 
Judge Pritchard declined to sign the 
writ in Washington, which is out of his 
jurisdiction. Accompanied by the attor- 
neys he went to Alexandria, Va., where 
the writ was signed. 

He will hear arguments in the case at 
Raleigh, N. C., tomorrow, and ‘will then 
give his finaj decision. Former Governor 
Thomas J. Jarvis, of Greenville, and 
Robert T. Gray and James H. Pou, of 
Raleigh, 
represent Daniels, received a telegram 
today from Governor sycock stating 
that Judge Purnell had approved the 
bond tendered by the Atlantic and North 
Carolina *Yailroad, and that the receiv- 
ers who were named by the court were 
ousted. This action is the result of a 
writ of supersedeaS granted by Chief 
Justice Fuller, suspending Judge’ Pur- 
nell’s order naming a receiver for the 
road, 

The attorneys in the Daniels case first 
presented their affidavit and petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus to the chief 
justice, who acted in the matter of re- 
leasing that road from the receivership, 
put referred the other matter to Judge 
®@itchard. Judge Pritcharg arrived in 
Washington yesterday from Richmond, 
Va., where he had qualified as judge 
of tae fourth United States circuit court. 
In hearing the Daniels case he performed 
his first official act under his new judi- 
cial honors. The contempt case grows 
out of a published critcism of Judge 
Purnell’s action in the receivership mat- 


ter, 
Wrote Editorials in Jail. 

Not since récomstruction aays has there 
been such excitement in North Carolina 
as now prevails this being due to three 
causes—tbe contempt proceedings against 
Editor Daniels, of ‘Nhe Kaleigh News and 
Observer, by Judge Purnell, of the fed- 
eral court, and the $2,000 fine impused 
upon him; the secon- placing of the At- 
‘antic and North Carolina railway under 
a receivership vy order of Judge Pur- 
nell, and third, the action of Judge Pee- 
bles in sentencing in contempt the eleven 
members of the bar of Robeson county, 
a'so three men, one a prominent lawyer 
of Sampson county, for contempt. 

Many prominent men say that there is 
row made a clean-cut issue between the 
federal court and the press and the peo- 
ple. Editor Daniels wanted to go to jai} 
and expected to be sent there upon his 
most positive refusal to pay any fine 
or to accept money from any persons 
with which to pay it. Scores offered to 
pay for him ,the aggregate of such offers 
exceeding $100,000. He has received 
hundreds of telegrams from all patts 
of this state and from other states, 
more, in fact, than were ever received 
by any one person here in so short a 
time. 

Editor Daniels wrote his editorials 
while in custody, and so headed them. 
There is no telling what further polit- 
ica] advancement and prestige the arrest 
and fine will have upon him. He de- 
clares that every newspaper in the coun- 
try is interested in his course and his 
determination. His friends said from 
the beginning that the United States su- 
preme court would decide that Judge 
Purnell had no power under the act of 
congress Of 183! to punish him for a 
newspaper publication. The judge says 
there is nothing personal in his action in 
the matter.

Alabama Politicians favor Re- 
turning to Old Method. 


Probable That Governor Cunningham 
Will Line Up Against a Com- 
bination of Mallory and 
Gray in «he Convention 

Two Years Hence. 
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Birmingham, Ala., June 2.—(Special.j— 
Since the late state convention at Mont- 
gomery, there have been mutterings of 
discontent among the politicians against 
any more primaries in this state, and the 
proposition is gaining ground, fast. 

One of the main reasons urged against 
the primary is that it costs the camndi- 
dates too much, and that a man of 
moderate means could not stand the 
expense as against his more foriunate 
opponent; who happens to be possessed 
of more ready cash. 

It is believed that the proposition in 
the state convention to have the cOun- 
tles represented in conventions by party 
strength, instead of population basis, 
was defeated for this very purpcese of 
getting back to the convention system. 
The proposition could have been adopt- 
ed, but for an alliance of some of the 
northern counties with the black belt 
counties, notably Jefferson and Dallas 
counties. 

At this convention mew alignments 
were made and new slates were form- 
ed for the gubernatorial campaign two 
years hence, and the new slates are very 
strong ones. Jefferson. cqunty is likely 
to have two canu.u.ates for governor and 
one for lieutenant governor. It is ad- 
mitted that Governor Cunningham will 
be a candidate. 

Mr. Comer has been so often spoken of 
for the honor and never having denled 
that he would be a candidate, that it 
is morally certain that he will be. 

Henry B. Gray, who was recently hon- 
ored with the temporary chairmanship 
of the convention, and who has been a 
worker in local politics, is said to be an 
announced candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor. This will muddle matters in-this 
county, as the state wil! hardly submit 
to the proposition that both the execu- 
tive officers shall come from this county. 

Mr, Mallory, the chairman of the state 
committee from Dallas, it is said, jJaunch- 
ed a considerable boom at the state 
convention for governor, and it is now 
Claimed that it will resuit in a Mallory- 
Gray race against the field. Colonel 
Bill Samford, son of the lamented gov- 
ernor, who was taken ‘long before his 
term expired, has announced that he will 
be a candidate for lieutenant governur. 
He is from soutn Alabama, and is very 
popular in his section. It may be tNat 
an alignment will be made with Govern- 
or Cunningham against the Mallory-Gray 
ticket.

Need of Effective Investigation. 

The recent developments in the case 
of Miss Sophie Kloeckler which seems 
to show conclusively that the young 
woman was murdered and her body 
thrown into the lake at Lakewood 
|demonstrate the necessity for full and 
complete investigation into every case 
in which there is the least suspicion 
of foul play. . 

On the day Miss Kloeckler’s body 
was found in the lake the coroner's 
jury held an inquest, lasting a couple 
of hours, ane returned a verdict of 
suicide. When her body was buried 
the very strongest evidence of mur- 
der was disposed of. The detectives, 
while quietly hunting for clews, evi- 
dently accepted the verdict of suicide 
as final and felt that they were wast- 
ing time in looking for a murderer. 
Though the body of the unfortunate 
young woman was in full view of the 
fcoroner’s jury, there seems to’ have 
been no apparent effort to ascertain 
whether or not she had been violent- 
ly dealt with. A post mortem exami- 
nation was suggested, but the excuse 
for not holding it was that the family 
objected. The fact remains, however, 
that the officials were in full charge 
and such an examination could have 
been held despite the objections of the 
family. : 

There were a number of facts 
connection with the drowning that 
seemed to indicate the presence of a 
second party and to explode the theory 
of. suicide, The officials had full 
knowledge of these facts, but it was 
public sentiment that caused the body 
of the young woman to be disinterred 
and examined. The public never did 
believe that the young woman commit- 
ted suicide and the persistence with 
which the murder theories were ex- 
ploited by the press are responsible 
for the proper and thorough inquest 
which is now in progress. 

In the meantime, the murderer or 
murderers have kept in close touch 
with the proceedings and have been 
given ample opportunity to escape or 
to effectively cover their tracks. Had 
the official investigation been prompt 
and thorough the murderer might 
now be behind the bars and the mur- 
der of the young woman be in a fair 
way to be avenged by the law.

Republican Party's Great Loss. 

In figuring upon the chances in the 
coming election, it may .be well worth 
while taking into consideration the 
great loss the republican party has 
sustained in the death of Senator 
Hanna, of Ohio, and Senator Quay, 
of Pennsylvania. Is it not possible 
that the vacancy in the inner coun- 
cils of the republican party made by 
the death of these two men may prove 
impossible to fill, and that the re- 
publican chances for success will be 
greatly injured in consequence? 

It will, of course, be argued that in- 
dividuals are but spokes in the wheels 
of the great party machine, and that 
the place of this man or that man can 
be promptly filled. In one sense this 
is true, but it will be manifestly im- 
possible for the republicans to find, 
through the length and breadth of this 
land, two men possessing anything like 
the experience in national politics of 
these two great leaders, and it is the 
experience that makes men valuable. 

In many respects Senator Quay was 
the ablest politician of his day and 
generation Beyond question he was 
in state affairs; and he has had few jf 
any equals in the broader field of 
national politics. Ong chairman of 
the national committee. conducting a 
successful. campaign, and for many 
years one of the strongest and ablest 
members of that committee, he had 


| 


probably contributed as much to the 
continuance of republican success as 
any other one man—more than most 
men who are rated leaders. Ever bold 
and resourceful, he would have heen a 
power of strength to his party in the 
coming campaign. 

As for Senator Hanna, it may be 
said without fear of contradiction that 
he, more than any other one man and 
more than all others, was responsible 
for the republican victory of 1896, 
and hardly less personally responsible 
for that of feur years later. The con- 
fidence which the great business in- 
terests of the country—the trusts and 
other big combinations—had in him 
was-a@ personal asset of immense ad- 
fantage to his party. That he was a 
master manager the world knows. 
But even were it possible to find in 
the ranks of the party a man with the 
same administrative ability, it will be 
impossible to fill the vid made by the 
loss of that personal Hanna asset of 
business confidence which was cer- 
tainly a potent factor in shaping cine 
results in 1896 and 1900. 

It can hardly be held that-the death 
of these two great leaders is not a 
very serious loss to the republican 
party, a loss which may prove in- 
strumental in \jcompassing the defeat 
of their party. Who is there to take 
their places? None of the younger 
republican leaders have demonstrated 
any signal ability in the role of po- 
litical leader save Senator Dick, of 
Chio; Governor Odell, of New York, 
and Governor LaFollette, of Wiscon- 
sin. The two first belong distinctly to 
the anti-Roosevelt wing of the party 
and the president would not entrust 
his fortunes to the hands of either. 
As for Governor LaFollette, who has 
proven himself a great organizer in 
the narrower field of state politics. he 
would not be available for party chair- 
man eren were he chairmanship size, 
for he is the principal factor in a split 
in his state which threatens to turn 
it over to the democrats. 


Beyond these three there is nobedy 


| 


| who has yet won his spurs in a 
national sense. There is nobody in 
sight with anything like the ability 
of Senator Hanna and Senator Quay, 
to say nothing of that greater asset 
each possessed—rare experience. The 
president is reported troubled over 
the outlook. Well may he be. 


The Profitable Cotton Stalk. 

Cotton, which has been the south’s 
most steadfast friend alike in times of 
trouble and serenity, has developed 
another and hitherto unsuspected 
value. For if the result of an analysis 
recently made by a Philadelphia chem- 
ist is reliable the cotton stalk, which 
has previously been regarded as use- 
ful only as a fertilizer, will rise to 
the’dignity of greatly augmenting the 
south’s aggregate income. 

It is claimed for the stalk that care- 
fully treated it yields between $2 and 
34 worti? of sugar to the ton. Nor is 
this the sum of its usefulness. The 
waste resultant from the sugar refin- 
ing process can be manipulated to pro- 
duce a grade of paper much superior 
to that obtained from wood pulp. The 
Stalks were also found to contain a 


for a smokeless powder composition 
and a fair grade of alcohol. That the 
announcement of the stalk’s industrial 
evolution has been taken seriously is 
evidenced by the fact that a corpora- 
tion is about to begin the construction 
of a plant at Gonzales, Tex., which will 
be entirely devoted to the handling of 
these by-products. 

The assertion is made that the in- 
dustry has passed the stage of specu- 
lation and experiment and that the 
new company will shortly be prepared 
to enter the market with all of the 
products named above. When it is 
stated that a conservative estimate of 
the average annual yield of stalks in 
this section may be placed at 70,000,- 
000 tons, the importance of the dis- 
coveries is convincingly apparent. The 
profit in the conversion of this waste 
into sugar at remunerative rates is 
Seen at a glance. The possibilities 
along the other lines mentioned are 
of commensurate value, and it can 
easily be imagined that hereafter 
southern farmers will keep a vigilant 
eye on the plant in Texas, ere treating 
their cotton stalks as mere encum- 
brances. 

The skepticism with which

comparatively recent memory. Not 
only the farmers, but many of the 
cotton experts, viewed the announce- 
ment that the oil and hulls produced 
would be of immense value to the in- 
dustries of the south as a phantasy 
on the part of a few scientific fanatics. 
The fortunes which have been made 
along these lines in late years and the 
direct profit to the farming element 
came in the light of a silencing re- 
buke to all scoffers. Of similar 
force is the marvelous manner in 
which applied chemistry and mechan- 
ics have succeeded in wresting in- 
valuable by-products from corn husks, 
which had previously been fed to cat- 
tle or made into bonfires to clear the 
land of what was popularly conceded 
to be a useless burden. 

Since the occurrence of these events 
farmers have been wont to view with 
respectful attention all the efforts of 
business science in their behalf. Thus 
they are fully prepared for the dictum 
which gives a definite, if small, value 
to their waste cotton stalks. If the 
enterprises based on the theories of 
the Philadelphia and Texas’ contin- 
gent materialize as_ satisfactorily as 
there is reason to hope they will, both 
large and small farms will be endowed 
with an increased earning capacity 
which, though perhaps not pretentious 
in the single instance, will be suffi- 
cient to make it a decided factor in 
the yearly calculations. A _ leading 
consideration, moreover, is the fact 
that all income from this source will 
be clear. profit—since it will come from 
material hitherto regarded as merely 
incidental to the cultivation of the 
cotton crop.

VACATIONS DO MUC 


H HARM 


DECLARES RUSSELL SAGE 


By RUSSELL SAGE, in The New York Independent. 


URING the eighty-eight years of 
my career I have not once taken a 


[) vacation. 


A young man said to me the other day: 
“Mr. Sage, would you not have tagen 4 
vacation if you had worked for some 
one else?’ 

I replied that I would not. 

I have never been an advocate of what 
some term the “vacation habit.’” When 
I was a boy the practice was not in 
vogue. As a matter of fact, I was so glad 
to get a chance to learn business that 
the idea of asking my employer to make 
me a present of two weeks of the time 
that belongé® to him ‘because he had 
paid for it would have been preposter- 
ous. Besides, I was eager to advance in 
business, and could not see how I could 
do this by wasting valuable time. 

Neither did any of my youthful associ- 
ates take vacations, and I am sure you 
will agree with me that the fact did not 
retard their progress when I say that 
among them were Thurlow Weed, the 
king maker; Horace Greeley, Governor 
Seward and George Jones, the founder 
of The New York Times. These men were 
constantly at work, and they were his- 
tory makers. 

I think the “vacation habit” is the out- 
growth of abnormal! or distorted business 
methods. I fafl to see anything legiti- 
mate in it. 

Let uS assume that an employer and 
his clerk make an agreement to ex- 
change just remuneration for reasonable 
services, and each one keeps his part of 
the agreement. Are they not then quits? 
If there is any obligation, I think it is 
on the part of the clerk, who avails of 
the credit, skill and organization of the 
employer to learn a business and advance 
himself along a path which has already 
been prepared for him. What right has 
he, then, to demand or expect pay for 
two weeks’ time fer which he renders 
no equivalent, not considering the seri- 
ous inconvenience to which he often puts 
his employer? 

Suppose we were to reverse the con- 
ventional order of things and, instead of 
the clerk demanding two weeks’ pay 


gratis, the employer should demand two 
weeks’ wormk without pay as a condition 
of retaining the clerk in his employ. 
What a tremendous howl would go up. 

It may be urged that the clerk by his 
vacation gains in health and vigor and 
is thus enabled to render better service to 
his employer. If this claim were true 
he ,would be. justified in asking for a 
vacation. In fact, he would not have to 
do so, as ‘his employer would for his own 
gain and of ‘thhis own accord send him 
away thus to recuperate. 

But is ft not absurd to suppose that a 
man who can work for eleven and a half 
months cannot as well work the whole 
year’ Is it no& Syually @mposurd #o gup- 
pose that a man can in two weeks re- 
cuperate from the wear and tear of a 
year’s work,.if there be such wear and 
tear? On tke contrary, I have too often 
observed that men will, while on their 
vacations, make inroads upon their vi- 
tality and purses that cannot be repaired 
in the following eleven months and two 
weeks. 

Then, again, the loss of time, the 4is- 
organization of business, that result from 
the absence of a valuable man from his 
desk are difffrult to repair. ‘A man some- 
times must syend weeks catching up 
with work that has accumulated while 
he was away for a fortnight. 

If a man will only take an tfnterest In 
his work, love ft, he will not need any- 
thing else to recuperate him, and men 
who learn to love their work invariably 
succeed. 

A man should work “easy,” be eco- 
nomical of his time, conserve his forces 
and not worry. it’s worry and not work 
that makes the hair gray. 

The doctors may recommend a change 
of air for a man when he’s sick; but why 
be sick? Sickness is an irreparable loss 
of time. If I had a thousand tongues 
I'd preach “Save time” with them all, 
It's infinitely more valuable than money, 

We read of Gladstone, who got all the 
recuperation he needed by simply chang- 
ing his work. He didn’t quit work and 
go idling about. Time was thg most 
precious thing in the world for him, and 
by availing of every minute of it he prac-

Branson-Parris Dispute at Ner- 
- mal School To Be Decided, 


New Complications Have Arisen 
Since the Hearing Before the 
Trustees Held in Athens.

A new feature in the case has devel- 
oped, it being alleged that President 
Branson asked several of the teachers 
whose sympathies were with Miss Par- 
rish, whether,they expected reelection as 
members of the faculty since they were 
not in sympathy with the president. One 
of these, Miss Emily Harrison, will be 
represented before the trustees by her 
father, Colonel Z. D. Harrison, clerk of 
the supreme court. 

Miss Parrish will be represented before 
the board by Luther Z. Rosser. As a re- 
sult of the contentions between President 
Branson and Miss Parrish it is stated that 
it is more than probable that one of them 
will have to be left off the new faculty, 
for the sake of harmony in the school.

The news of the day was not 
important, but it offered little to change 
the opinion of doubt and uncertainty 
Which overhangs the market. The re- 
port of the April earnings of the Penn- 
Sylvania was a depressing factor and 
had some special effect on that stock. 
The large falling off in net returns both 
east and west of Pittsburg and Erie 
Was accepted as conclusive of the con- 
dition of railroad traffic in the region 
affected.

Montgomery, Ala., June 2.—The charaec- 
ter of the weather during the month of 
May would in ordinary seasons nave 
been called just the kind of weather that 
was wanted, for the old and oft-repeated 
saying is “A dry May. a good crop; a 
wet May, a poor crop.” This has been 
a dry May, and under ordinary condi- 
tions no doubt this would mean a large 
crop. By ordinary conditions we mean, if 
the planted cotton were up and chopped, 
then a dry May-would prove beneficial, 
because it would give the planters ample 
opportunity to cultivate the crop, that 
is, to chop the cotton and weed out tne 
grass. Weather canditions prior to May 
were so unfavorable, that:in spite of the 
effort of our planters to bring the iand 
to a high state of cult/VAtion and their 
early planting, the seed. did not germi- 
rate, owing to cold weather and lack of 
moisture, This same weather conténued 
well into May, and it was only during 
the last half of May that we had some 
warm, seagonable: weather, but without 
rain. Rains came, however, in sufficient 
quantity during the last two days of 
May, and these will prove of inest)mabie 
benefit. Conditions, as we see them now, 
are; Crop two weeks late, as compared 
with a normal season; three-fourths of 
the cotton is up; one-fourth coming up: 
50 to 60 per cent chopped out; standg 
fair; prospects fair; though crop in vart- 
ous sections already presents a spotted 
condition. In the main, prospects are 
fairly promising, though evidently tne 
crop will be a Jjate one, 
conditions are exceptionally good trom 
now on. 

Spot demand during the month of May 
has been on an average equal to previous 
seasons, a year ago, it will be rememDer- 
ed, spot demand ‘was exceptionally good, 
At the dectine, the country holders have 
turned loose pretty freely, while hedged 
cotton could be sold quite reasonably; 
but only those who. absolutely needed 
cotton for immediate use bought, for 
spinners are in a bad way, having to sell 
goods far below the price of cotton, in 
fact, the demand for goods is considered 
very poor at the moment. Meantime, a 
great many of our southern mills. in 
fact, mills all over the country, will have 
to begin buying cotton steadily from now 
on until! the new crop comes in, if they 
expect to run. The interior is pretty well 
clean of cotton, and supplies can onity 
be had at large centers. The fire at the 
compress at Montgomery destroyed 4,6VUU 
bales; we understand considerable oft it 
Wes sold to spinners for future deliveries, 
and will have to be replaced. Very truly 
yours, ’ WEIL BROS.

The decline in the market has failed 
to develop any important demand from 
Spinners. I had thought that it might be 
Otherwise, but it seems much more diffi- 
cult to start the mills going once they 
gave been stopped than it was antici- 
pated would be the case. The decline in 
the value of raw cotton has demorilized 
the market for goods and spinners now 
seem to be more concerned about dis- 
posing of their large stocks of manufac- 
tured goods than they are about buying 
fresh raw material.

within limited proportions.
